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Rumania gives 
its version

VIENNA (Reuter), — Rumania 
yesterday gave its version of its 
go-between role in the hostage 
drama in the northern Israeli town 
of Ma’alot on Wednesday. 

A statement issued by the off- 
cial Rumanian news agency Ager- 
pres made clear equal disapproval 
of the Palestinian terrorist raid at 
Ma’alot and Israel's reprisal air 
attacks on Lebanese territory. 

Agerpres said negotiations to free 
the hostage chikiren in exchange 
for Arab prisoners in Israel were 
still in progress when Israel an- 
nounced the storming of the school. 

“The Rumanian people expresses 
its regret that due action was not 
taken for solving the issue ade- 
quately and avoiding the recourse 
to assaulting the school, and the 
loss of human life,” Agerpress said. 

The statement gave a chronologi- 
cal account of Rumenia’s attampt 
to mediate su, “vhiie avoiding ac- 
cusations of bed faith on either 
side, implied the Israelis had acted 
too hastily in storming the school. 

Agerpres said a leader of the 
Popular Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (PDFLP) 
named as Abou Firaz called at 
the Rumanian Embassy in Beirut 
on Wednesday morning, asking for 
Rumanian help in mediating with 
Israel, 

The terrorist leader said that if 
Rumania was able to act as go- 
between, he would convey a coded 
password which the Rumanian Am- 
bassador to Israel would be able 
to use in order to be recognised 
by the terrorists. 

Rumania told the Israell am- 
bassador in Bucharest it was pre- 
pared to mediate, and the Israeli 
Foreign Ministry in Tel Aviv con- 
veyed its acceptance. 

The agency said Israel agreed 
to free the Arab prisoners and the 
terrorists promised to free the hos- 
tages.

Soldier killed 


Jerusalem Post Military Correspondent 

An Israeli soldier, Segen Shmuel 
Baner, 23, from Mishmar Hasharon, 
was killed by Syrian artillery fire 
on Friday. Two other soldiers were 
wounded.

The Syrians con'.wed heavy artil- 
lery bombardment o: Israeli positions 
on the Golan Heights over the entire 
week-end, hii the settlements of 
Hin Zivan and Merom Golan.

TEL AVIV. — Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir has promised that 
income tax rates will not be 
raised during the next four years. 
Should galloping inflation make 
it necessary to absorb more 
means of payment, this would 
not be done by increasing income _ 
tax, he sald. : 

Addressing economic editors 
and correspondents at Beit So- 
kolov here on Friday, Sapir took 
issue with the Histadrut leaders 
who had objected to his call for 
a new voluntary defence loan. 
This idea was not new, he sald, 
since the plan for such a loan 
had been included in the 1974/75 
budget that was published over 
two months ago. 

Sapir pointed out that in the 
voluntary war loan that was 
launched during the Yom Klppur 
War wage earnera gave only one 
sixth, or about 17 per cent of 
the total collected, while the in- 
dependent professiona and bus!- 
nessmen gave the rest. This cer- 
tainly represented a smaller share 
than the wage earners’ share in 
the national revenue, he said.

this blackmail.” 

Mr. Hausner said he planned to 
bring the question before the Cabi- 
net.

Portugal suspends all military . 


operations in 


LISBON. — A top Portuguese offi- 
cer in Angola has said that all 
military operations in the territory 
nave been suspended to aliow Af- 
rican guerrillas to come into the 
open peacefully, it was reported 
yesterday. 

General Franeo Figueiro, armed 
forces chief in Angola, suid in an 
interview that the suspension was 
meant as a token of goodwill and 
to safeguard the guerrillas’ lives, 
according to the Luanda daily 
paper “Q Comercio.” 

“To facilitate the emergence 
(into the open) of elements of the 
- Mrovements of emancipation, and as 
a token of goodwill, all military 
operations have been suspended,” he 
said. 

The general said there was now 
no reason for the guerrillas to stay 
in hiding and repeated a call by 
the military junta here, which was 
swept to power in a coup three 
weeks ago, for the guerrillas to end 
their 13-year-old war and come 
out into the open for peace nego- 
tiations, 

The junta has stressed that their 
eall for a cease-fire does not mean 
military surrender, 

The Angola African Nationalist 
Movement (MPLA) said in Brazza- 
ville on Friday night that it fa- 
voured a referendum on the future 
of the West African territory. 

But the committee of the MPLA 
declared in a statement that this 
must be held on the basis of one- 
man one-vote, and people living in 
areas under nationalist control must 
not ‘be excluded. ᾿ 

Tt accused the seven-man junta, 
headed by President Antonio Spi- 
nola, of “sending up test balloons.” 

Dr. Antonio de Almeida Santos, 
the Minister for the Overseas Ter- 
ritories, on Friday held out for 
the first time the possibility of com- 
plete independence for the territo- 
Ties, 

Dr. Almelda Santos, who described 
the wars as social and political sui- 
cide by the Portuguese nation, plans 
to leave for Mozambique and An- 
gola today on a fact-finding mission 
and to sound out local opinion about 
the territories’ future.

CANBERRA (Reuter). — The result 
of the Australian general election 
was in doubt early today after a 
sudden swing in computer projections 
against Prime Minister Gough 
Whitlam's Labour Party just when it 
seemed they had been returned to 
power. 

Barly voting figures led to com- 
puter predictions of a comfortable 
Labour win in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. But later returns from 
rural areas showed a strong swing 
to the opposition coalition of the 
Liberal and Country Party led by 
Bill Snedden. 

The Labour party had a 67-58 

majority in the old House and two 
new seats are being contested this 
time. 
Nearly eight million Australians 
voted in the election, which many 
politicians said was the most crucial 
Ἐπ the 73-year history of the nation. 
‘Whitlam, 57, dissolved Parliament 
after 16 months in office and called 
new elections when Senate oppo- 
nents refused to pass economic le- 
gislation. 


coalition accused Whitlam's govern- 
ment of bringing “creeping Social- 
ism” to the large, sparsely populated 
country. 

The conservative Liberal-Country 
coalition, which governed for 23 years 
until Whitlam’'s election in 1972, sald 
it would bring Australia back to the 
reign of the individual and the in- 
«entives of free enterprise. 

Throughout the whirlwind three- 
week campaign, Snedden and his fol- 
lowers hammered at spiralling in- 
flation that increased last year by 
14 per cent. They blamed it on La- 
bour’s heavy government spending. 

‘The campaign theme caught on so 
well that Whitlam was forced to 
switch tactics in mid-campaign and 
begin matching Snedden’s promises 
of strong anti-inflation measures. 
Both leaders also promised income 
tax cuts.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — A small 
rocket motor successfully pushed 
America's first round-the-clock sta- 
tionary weather satellite into higher 
orbit, a spokesman said yesterday. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (Nasa) said 
the Synchronous Meteorological Sa- 
tellite was orbiting in a 1,287-lans. 

pattern over the equator 
and drifting to the east. 

The craft was launched on Fri- 
day at Cape Canaveral, but the 
three-stage Delta rocket did not fire 
as planned amd the orbit waa 3,218 
kms. below its planned 35,890 πιὰ. 
altitude. The small rocket firing 
near the height of the original 
orbit shoved the satellite higher. 
“The new orbit will permit the 
performance of all experiments 
planned,” a Nasa spokesman said 
after the course correction was 

concluded. 7 
The eastward drift will be cor- 
rected in about a week when the 
craft enters the Wallops Island, Va. 
tracking area. The satellite will 
then be stationary near the equator 
and, after equipment is checked, 
begin beaming pictures back to 
earth every 30 minutes both day 
and night.

LONDON. — A hunger-strike of pri- 
soners has ‘een in progress for 
three weeks in the Soviet strict 
regime camp complex in the Perm 
region. In all, 11 Jewish prisoners 
are taking part in this Protest for 
better conditions: 


In Camp 35, Hillel Butman, Leib 
Khnokh, Lev Yagman, Anatoly Alt- 
man and. Yosef Mishener are on 
hunger strike, In Camp 36, the 
participants are’ Mark Dymshits, 
Tosif “Mendelevich, Wolf Zalmanson, 
David Chernogiaz, Shimon Grillius 
and Oleg. Frolov. : 


The prisoners are striking ἴτω 
shifts thus ensuring 2 continuous 
protest, Their demands are three 
fold. Firstly, they want ‘an improve- 
ment in conditions in the camp and 
@ better supply of food Secondly, 
they demand a change in the star- 
vation’ diet of those prisoners in 
punishment cells. Lastly, they have 
come out τ for the transfer 
to hospital of ailing Russian’ 
dissident, Vieni Bukovsky, who 
is extremely i. 

ως BEFORE ARREST | 

Before his arrest im Moscow, Bu- 
kovsky sympathised with the Exo- 
dus movement.’ and consequently 
made many Jewish friends. ᾿ 

‘The prisoners have been threa- 
‘tened that if they do not cease their 
hunger strike, they will be trans- 
ferred: to the notorious Vladimir 
Prison. - 

Two Jewish prisoners are held 
there —- Yuri Vudka and Yaakov 
Suslensky. They: were transferred 
there after a offences in 
Perm, Suslensky’ s was sentenced to 
8. year in by the People’s 
Court in the negrby town of Chu- 
sovskaya. It found him guilty as a 
“malicious violatér of the regime, 
who refused to work, to fulfil the 
demands of the administration and 
did not respond :to measures of an 
educational character — ail of which 
influenced the ofher prisoners.” 

Suslensky was further charged 
with writing slanderous complaints 
and sending a copy of the verdict 
of -bis trial in Bendery in October 
1970 ee unofficial channels.

‘Peace priests’ met with Hawatmeh 


BERRIGAN ‘BETRAYED’

, Father Daniel Berrigan, the con- 
troversial Amerieak Jesuit priest, 
sald on Friday he felt “personally 
betrayed” by Nayef Hawatmeh, 
whose PDFLP carried out the mas- 
sacre in Me’alot. 

But he sald Israel's retaliation 
against Lebanon wes equally repre- 
hensible. 

In ἃ meeting with a group of 
Israeli journalists in Tel Aviv, 
Father Berrigan and his colleague 
Father Paul Mayer described their 


visit this month to Yasser Arafat, - 


George Habash, and Hawatmeh in 
Beirut, and their “fact-finding mis- 
sion” to Syria, Egypt, and Israel. 

Father Berrigan, who stirred up 
8. storm in the U.S. after a speech 
in which he accused Israel of com- 
mitting “crimes against humanity,” 
on Friday condemned Israel for the 
reprisal bombing of Palestinian Arab 
camps in Lebanon. 

In an opening statement, the two 
priests said: 

“We condemn the tisking of 
children as war hostages. No pos- 
sible grievance can ify such an 
act- Αἴ the same time, it must be 
insisted that the indiscriminate 
bombing of refugee camps is, in 
effect, an equally barbarous assault 
on children and non-combatants. 
Both sides indulging in such activity 
dishonour their cause before the 
civilized world... 

“Ig we denounce the latest wave 
of terrorism on both sides, we wish 
at the same time to affirm our sup- 
port for the Palestinian people in 
Israel and elsewhere. Their demands 
for a law of return that will apply 
to them is just and must be met. 
Such a solution moreover is late by 
some 26 years.” 


ONLY DIFFICULTY 


Asked what he thought of the 
terrorist policy of using the re- 


Christianity when he was 16, doubt- 
ed that the refugee camps were being 
used by the terrorists: “We were 
with Arafat immediately after his 
return from the Lebanese frontier, 
where there had been heavy bomb- 
ing οὗ villages and some of the 
camps. He pointed out to us that

the nature of their military instal- 
lations and their training camps 15 
very mobile, that they do not have 
any permanent kind of base. He 
said they were constantly on the 
move.” 

Hawatmeh was the first of the 
“revolutionary” leaders the two 
clergymen met in Beirut. “We went 
in there under the guns; it was 
quite impressive from a _ certain 
point of view,” Berrigan said. “We 
couldn't help but be impressed by 
him, and that’s what sort of heigh- 
tens the shock afterwards. We 
asked if we could tape our conver- 
sation, and he said: “Of course; 
I don't have one language for pub- 
lic utterances and another for you.” 

“Hawatmeh was very quiet, very 
thoughtful, almost gentle in his 
style,” Father Mayer reported. 

Berrigan, who was an activist 
against the U.S. war in Indochina, 
said: “The last thing we expected 
was to hear that Hawatmeh was 
Tesponsible for the Ma’alot attack 
We couldn't believe it. 

“I felt personally betrayed on 
this whole Hawatmeh thing. I felt 
we had not gone in there as news- 
people; we had gone in there as 
very serious people, accepted as 


such, and were given this view of°

ple like Hawatmeh have good rea- 
son to be apprehensive,” Father 
Mayer said. (Father Mayer was 
named as a irator in the 
original indictment of peace activists 


accused of conspiring to kidnap - 


Henry Kissinger). 

All three terrorist leaders outlined 
their grievances to the visiting 
clergymen: “T think they're all talk- 
ing about 2 minimum settlement as 
including 2 Palestinian state, and 
then they have modifications about 
where that goes. Habash was not 
even willing to falk about that.” 
Berrigan said. 

“Habash had the most severe ob- 
jections to a Palestinian state along- 
Side Israel, to its viability as a se- 
parate entity, economically or mili- 
tarily, Along with the others, he 
saw this as 2 potential pocket of 
eheap labour for Israet and for Jor~ 
dan. He said it would simply not 
work, and could foreclose the possi- 
bility of more concessions and more 
land,” Barrigan added. 

Asked whether he saw any differ- 
ence between Palestinian terrorist 


acts and methods of other terrorist 
groups, including the Jewish terror- 
ist organizations before 1948, Berri- 
gan said: “The only useful distine- 
tion is between the terrorism of ad- 
vanced technology and people whe 
don’t have B-52g and Phantom jets. 
This is the demonic triumph of tech- 
nology.” 

Father Mayer added: “A machine- 
gun shooting 25 people in front of 
you may be more humane in compa- 
rison with a 50-ton bomb, extermin- 
ating a whole village. The fliers ne- 


“ver see thelr victims.” 


One journalist, noting that Ha- 
watmeh was the “darling” of the 
New Left in Europe and the U.S., 
asked Berrigan if he planned to 
send a telegram to New Left circles 
condemning the Ma‘alot massacre. 

~The left badly needs such 2 tele- 
gram," Berrigan answered, “But my 
only difficulty — is — do we ask 
them to also say something about 
Israel and the reprisals, or is this 
50 special a case on one side that 
we can address the protest to only 
one side? Is the nature of the re- 
prisal so different from the nature 
of the first act?" 

The two clergymen believed there 
was a “tendency” to fascism in Is- 
rael. They claimed they had spoken 
to several victims of Israeli torture, 
and “heard” of several young 
people who had been kidnapped. 

Father Mayer, who was 2 m 
for 18 years, but is now married 
and has children, said he doesn’t 
feel that he changed his religion: 
“I feel Jesus contributed to the Jew- 
ish religion. The tr: of Christ- 
janity Is that it hasn’t recognized 
its Jewish roots." 

The two men have been in the 
Middle East for a month 
In Israel, they met with a 
wide-range of leftist intellectuals 
and activists, as well as with some 
“centrist” religious figures, They 
didn't speak with any right-wing 
leaders, because “we know their 
views from the newspapers.” 

They are expected to leave to- 
day. 


DECLINE IN ALIYA FROM RUSSIA 


BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — There 
has been a significant decline in the 
number of immigrants from the So- 
viet Union in recent weeks, figures 
gathered here by the “Ztim" news 
agency show. 

Last week only 250 Soviet immt- 
grants came, while in the past when 
as many as 800-1,000 immigrants 
arrived per week. Altogether there 
were 1,600 Soviet immigrants in 
April.

In ‘this context, continued Judge 
Asher, the question of what is the 
proper meaning to be attached to 
“act” arises. This question was con- 
sidered and decided in the leading 
case, Nacht v. the Attorney Gene- 
ral (Cr. 132/57, P.D. 11/1544), 
in which it was held that “same act 
or omission” in section 21 means 
the same factual ingredients consti- 
tuting an offence, as distinct from 
the “mens rea.” In other words, he 
Continued, in accordance with the 
Tuling in the above leading case, 
an accused is entitled to the de- 
fence provided for in section 21 
only if the offence in the second 
indictment contains the same fac- 
tual ingredients which constitute 
the offence in the first indictment. 
To this must be added the reserva~ 
tion that where two offences have 
the same ingredients, but one has 
an additional ingredient, the “act” 
will still be deemed to be identical 
for purposes of the defence in sec- 
tion 21. 

Since the “Nacht Rule” was laid 
down, continued Judge Asher, sec- 
tion 21 has been replaced by sec- 
tion 2 of the Criminal Procedure 
Law. But he could see no reason 
for abrogating the rule for this 
Teason, as to all intents and pur- 
Poses there has been no change in 
the concept of “the same act” in 
the mew law. Furthermore, as the 
test of identity of acts is not the 
only one known to legal theorists 
in the field of “double jeopardy,” 
the fact that the Israel legislature 
had elected to perpetuate it in the 
new Criminal Procedure Law

ably be presumed that the legisla- 
ture was also aware of the Nacht 
Rule applicable to this test and 
could “have taken the necessary 
steps in the new law to override 
it if it had disagreed with this 
construction of the concept of 
“game act." 

Judge Asher then went on to 
apply the Nacht Rule to the ap- 
Pellant’'s argument of “autrefois 
acquit,” recalling that the appellant 
had been acquitted of exceeding 
the speed limit in the first trial 
‘but that he had been later charged 
with causing death through careless 
driving. A comparison of the two 
factual ingredients of the first of- 
fence with the three of the second 
offence, he continued, reveals that 
the only one common to both is the 
use of a motor vehicle, exceeding 
the speed limit not ‘being one of 
the basic elements required for the 
offence of causing death through 
carelessness (since a driver can be 
careless even if he does not ex- 
Ceed the speed limit). It follows, 
therefore, that as one of the ingre- 
dients of the first offence is com- 
pletely missing from the second of- 
fence, there was not the “same act” 
in both offences, as required by 
section 2, and the appellant was not 
entitled to benefit from the defence 
of “autrefois acquit.” 

He may however argue, continued 
Judge Asher, in the event that in 
his second trial he is alleged to 
have exceeded the speed Hmit, that 
in so far as this allegation is con- 
cerned he was entitled to benefit 
from the defence of “issue estop- 
pel." The fact that the prosecution 
might rely on this allegation in the 
second trial was, however, not suffi- 
cient per se to entitle the appellant 
to benefit from the defence of 
“autrefois acquit” at this stage (To 
be continued).
